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Air barrier choices assessed 
for commercial buildings 


Maria Spinu, Ph.D, a global business strategist with 
Dupont, discusses climate-specific design consider- 
ations at the next meeting of the Building Enclosure 
Council (BEC) on November 28. 


The role of the building enclosure has evolved 

from providing basic protection to providing a well- 
conditioned interior space. The building enclosure 
separates the interior and exterior environments and 
must control the flow of air, moisture, heat, sound, 
light, etc. There are many types of air barriers for 
commercial buildings such as self-adhered, fluid- 
applied, torch-applied or mechanically-fastened 
barrier. The choice of air barrier is often made based 
on the application method and driven by local 
preferences for and familiarity with specific materials 
and/or manufacturers. The vapor permeability of the 
membrane is not always considered when selecting 
an air barrier. However, this property has significant 
implications for a building enclosure’s ability to 
handle moisture loadings and requires careful con- 
sideration of the climate. Spinu describes such 
implications by using examples of vapor-permeable 
and vapor-nonpermeable air barrier membranes.

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Codes wizards head 
to South Boston 


Dave Collins has been the national AIA’s point 
person for all things code for the better part of a 
decade, representing the interests of the architectural 
profession at national code-development hearings, on 
numerous committees, and in negotiations with the 
U.S. Department of Justice. 


Collins and his national Codes and Standards 
Committee have championed the goal of one unified 
and coordinated family of codes for the nation, wor- 
king both inside and outside the code-development 
process to create codes that work for the design 
profession. 


Collins is in Boston this month for the Codes 
Forum assembled by the BSA Codes Committee and 
occurring all day on November 15 at Build Boston. 
Collins joins representatives of the International 
Code Council, the Massachusetts Board of Building 
Regulations and Standards, the Massachusetts Office 
of the State Fire Marshal, and other experts in a 
wide-ranging discussion of the ways in which codes 
are adopted and amended, the implications of code 
requirements for existing buildings, and the value 
and scope of energy-conservation code requirements.

City and state agree to address 
groundwater depletion 


Boston's groundwater problems were the subject of 
a significant agreement reached in mid-September 
by the City of Boston, the Massachusetts Bay Trans- 
portation Authority, the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority, the Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority, the Boston Redevelopment Authority, 
the City of Boston Office of Environmental and 
Energy Services, the Boston Groundwater Trust, 
the Massachusetts Office of Commonwealth 
Development, and the Commonwealth’s Executive 
Office of Environmental Affairs. 


The agreement — a ‘memorandum of understanding’ 
— commits all of these agencies to collaborate in 
efforts to understand and address the problem of 
low groundwater and its effects on wood-piling 
building foundations. In addition, Boston mayor 
Tom Menino noted that the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority was initiating a public process designed 
to develop a Groundwater Conservation Overlay 
District in which all new structures and additions to 
existing structures that might affect the groundwater 
supply become ‘conditional uses’ requiring a hearing 
before the Zoning Board of Appeals. Among other 
steps, it was reported that the U. S. Environmental 
Protection Agency was providing the City of Boston 
with a $190,000 grant to help address groundwater- 
depletion problems.

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Survey suggests design firms’ 
challenges 


Competition remains significant but the number of 
firms competing for any one job is decreasing...back- 
logs are increasing but remain low on average...firms 
continue to consolidate...firms continue to work on 
a greater number of smaller projects...geographic 
expansion of work continues...the labor market has 
tightened. 


These are among the observations offered in a 
recent survey report published by the Woburn,

A veteran explains how to win 
state work

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Are you violating the new ‘independent contractor’ law? 


Your firm plays by the rules. You pay overtime, allow 
leaves of absence and prohibit discrimination and 
harassment. You pay for workers’ compensation in- 
surance, contribute to the unemployment insurance 
system, and withhold appropriate payroll taxes. 

No firm is perfect but you aren't too worried about 
your firm being investigated or penalized for its em- 
ployment practices. But what about independent 
contractors? Does your firm use designers and 

other workers in Massachusetts who it considers 
independent con-tractors? If so, your firm may be 
more vulnerable than you think. 


Until recently, determining whether a worker was 
an employee or an independent contractor involved 
several different legal tests, all of them hard-to-apply 
and involving numerous factors. The tests rarely 
yielded clear answers. In Massachusetts, the answers 
have become a lot simpler in the past year...but 
many firms may not like the answers. 


The Massachusetts legislature enacted a new law 

in 2004 making it much more difficult — and 
more dangerous — for employers to treat workers 
as independent contractors. Under the new law, a 
worker is an employee unless the firm that uses the 
worker's services can prove that: 


(1) the worker is “free from control and direction in 
connection with the performance of the service, 
both under his contract for the performance of 
service and in fact”; 

(2) the worker is providing a service that is “outside 
the usual course of the business of the employer’; 
and 

(3) the worker is “customarily engaged in an 
independently established trade, occupation, 
profession or business of the same nature as that 
involved in the service performed.” (M.G.L. 

c. 149, § 148B) 


The new test is stricter than the old in two impor- 
tant respects. First, it was sufficient under the 

old test for a worker to be free from control and 
direction under his contract. The new law requires 
freedom from control both under the worker's 
contract and in fact. Even where a contract states 
that a worker is an independent contractor and that 
the worker will be allowed to work independently, 
the worker will nevertheless be an employee if the 
employer controls how or when the worker provides 
his or her services. 


Second, the old law required that independent 
contractors provide services that were either outside 
the employer's usual course of business 07 performed 
outside the employer's usual place of business. Under 
the new law, regardless of where the services are 
performed, they must be outside the usual course of 
the employer's business. 
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Many Massachusetts employers will be unable to 
meet these criteria as applied to many workers 
currently being treated as independent contractors. 
In particular, many firms use workers whom they 
consider independent contractors to help conduct 
the firm’s regular business. For example, software 
companies use “independent contractors” to help 
develop products. Technology companies use 

“independent contractors” to manage customer 
projects. Manufacturers supplement production 
during busy periods by hiring “independent con- 
tractors.” And, of course, design firms traditionally 
have used and continue to use ‘independent 
contractors’ to perform a broad variety of drafting 
and other tasks. All of these examples almost 
certainly violate Massachusetts law. 


Why should an employer worry if it is treating as 
an independent contractor a worker who, the 
new law says, is really an employee? Because mis- 
classifying the worker virtually always causes the 
employer to violate other laws. 


When a Massachusetts employer mischaracterizes 

an employee as an independent contractor, the 
employer probably: fails to pay the employee at 

least twice per month as almost always required 

by M.G.L. c. 149, section 148; fails to withhold 
Massachusetts income tax from the employee's pay as 
required by M.G.L. c. 62B; and fails to pay workers’ 
compensation premiums for the employee. The 
employer may also fail to pay the employee overtime 
pay to which the employee could be entitled. 


The potential penalties for violating these statutes 
are draconian. Theoretically, employers — and the 
officers of corporate employers — are subject to 
criminal fines and imprisonment. Even if criminal 
prosecution is rare, employers — and the officers 
of corporate employers — are subject to civil fines 
of up to $50,000 per violation. The Massachusetts 
Attorney General’s office has issued an Advisory 
stating that it intends to enforce the new law 
“aggressively”. In addition, in some circumstances, 
employees who are misclassified as independent 
contractors can file their own lawsuits seeking triple 
damages and attorneys’ fees. Ed. note: Bannon

Given the strict new law, all Massachusetts emp- 
loyers would be wise to review whether they are 
using ‘independent contractors’ who are actually 
employees under the new law. A contract describing 
a worker as an independent contractor will be no 
defense if the worker does not meet all three of the 
tests described above. Even the most conscientious 
employers may find a need to reclassify some of their 
‘independent contractors’ as employees.

The Revolving Museum is at the center of downtown Lowell's 
urban village. The Museum, seven other cultural organizations in 
the city, city leadership, and other partner organizations are now 
in dialogue on the development of a “visionary village” in which 
the Shattuck Street/Middle Street intersection would become the 
thriving hub of Lowell’s creative center with even greater foot 
traffic than the area presently enjoys. 


Once a master strategic plan is complete, the initial phase of 
improvements could begin this year, with subsequent phases 
proceeding over the next 3-5 years. 


Multiple phases of facility changes for the Museum are already 
authorized to receive federal funding. (Initial appropriations are 
not due until the next fiscal year, starting July 1.)

Boston is sinking 


Thank you for recognizing the serious groundwater problem in 
much of Boston by reprinting Tom Keane's Boston Herald article 
in the June 2005 ChapterLetter. Boston's architects should be 
aware that since monitoring began in 1995, 40% of the city’s 
wells consistently show groundwater levels at high risk, with only 
30% reading low risk. The experts agree that wood piles can 
disintegrate completely in 3 to 20 years when exposed to air and 
decay. Many already have. 


What we as architects can do about this is to recognize that draw- 
down in confined groundwater areas is negligent. We can get in- 
formed (visit bostongroundwater.org and groundwateremergency.org), 
and perform our services with due diligence when working in 
areas where wood-pile foundations are likely, In Boston, they were 
commonly used in or near filled land well into the 20th century, 
and they are still used today. They've been doing their job in 
Venice for thousands of years. 


The groundwater that is critical to preserving wood piles has 

been confined in much of Boston's filled land by tunnels, large 
sewers and deep basements extending to impervious clay — man- 
made structures that leak. These areas are no longer recharged 
naturally since roofing and paving send the rain to the harbor. 
Keeping water local by returning storm water from our projects 
to the ground is a step in the right direction. Of course, fixing the 
underground infrastructure leaks is critical. 


When practicing in these areas, we should always specify local 
recharge of temporary groundwater drawdown during sub- 
surface construction. We should specify effective below-grade 
waterproofing, directing sump pumps and foundation drains to 
recharge pits. We should be aware that groundwater discharge to 
the sewer system requires a permit from the Boston Water and 


Sewer Commission. During excavation, we should identify and 
report the top-of-pile elevations encountered to the Groundwater 
‘Trust's database. 


We should actively support the development and adoption of 
effective building and zoning code provisions — and inter-agency 
cooperation in mapping our sub-surface environment — to 
better manage this very real threat to our historic neighborhoods. 
Preserving Boston's critical groundwater should be recognized as 
a fundamental consideration in the local practice of sustainable 
design. While we contemplate our LEED score cards, Rome is 
sinking.

Car-less Boston? 


In 2001, the mayor of Bogota in Columbia enacted a law that 
made the first Thursday of February every year the “No Car 
Day”. It is mandatory. No private cars are allowed on the streets 
between 6:00 am and 7:00 pm. Offenders receive tickets and 
cars are towed to impounding lots. The city offers a variety of 
alternative means of transportation (buses, trains, taxis, etc.) but 
the emphasis is on bikes. The mayor created a permanent net of 
bike paths that connect the city from north to south and east to 
west without interference by automobiles...on that day, many of 
the principal streets and highways are closed to cars and opened 
to anyone who wishes to ride bikes, skate, or jog. 


Even though the idea was not initially driven by sustainability 
purposes, it quickly became evident that the environmental 
benefits for a city with a population of more than seven million 
not using private cars for one day were significant. Pollution went 
down nearly 10% (it would take longer than 13 hours to be more 
effective). Many people were against it (gas stations and retail 
stores among others) but the initiative proved to be a complete 
success without major implications for the economy and with big 
social benefits.
